Attorney Goversl Stone's Argamont Sup-
porting lowa’s Olaim to East Omaha.

LAW AND FACTS IN THE MATTER.

Polnts on Which the Attorney Hopes
to Win—Where to Worship--The
Last Railroad Vietm
Unidentifled,

There has peon o great amount of publio
internst ln the Cut-OfN Island case, which 18
now pendlog in supreme court, This inter
est has beon oaused largely by the steadily in-
crensing vilue of the property whioh s in 1tk
gation, nnd the promise (Lt now gives of belng
a favorite loeation for manufacturing inter
ests, The white lead works which have becn
removed from Omaha to the island are tho
first to start up there, tut it 1s stated that as
soon ns the ownershipofl the land is decided
0% regards the two stutes, property will begin
to boom, Roal estate men ara therefors
greatly intorested in the affair, both in this
city and in Omaha, and the decision of the
supreme cotiet will be looked for with con-
sidernble auxiety by those who dare lmme-
dintely conceried

Attorney Goperal Stone, who has been. at
work upoi the case in connection with City
Attornoy Stewmt, completed the  answer to
tho petition of the plaintifis yesterday and
sent on the papers to be filed In  the suprems
court at Washington, The answer consists

of  foureon  Dages of Ly e written
paper agud  contains nn exhaustive
reply  to the allegutions of  the plain
tiffs.  The main  poluts  In It sre a8

follows: The defendant admits that tho
states of lowa and Nebraska wero admitted
ns wlleged, nnd also that the line dividingg the
atates wos substantially as givon o the pe-
titlon. It alloges, however, that the changes
which were inade In the courss of  the rlver
wore not minde by bmperceptible  extensions,
bul raupldly and suddenly. Itis further al-
ledwd that the Missourd river is a river of the

flest-clnss, and that the amount of water
which flows through it varies lorgely
at  different  times. The plain through

which it lows at present consists of &  soft
Triable loam, mh-L is very susceptible to the
actlon of the water. 1t readily yields to the
force of g current and the banks  of it afford
very slight resistance o the changes which
the raplily flowing Missouri Is constantly
making, This plain 1s also very nearly level,
beiug as high atthe base of the bluffs that
border it as it is in the centor, and thevelore
the force of gravity dees not help to confine
the river to any part of it, The currentof
the river s very rapud, varyving at different
stages  of the water from five
to ten miles per hour. The  river
{8 subject to  anpual  and  semni-an-
nual freshets, durving which it rives aod
spreads ovor a large portion of the alliuviasl
plain. During these frashets it often cuts
through the necks of bends, entirely for-
suking the former channel, ana while itis
subsiding it cuts away {ts banks on one side
and  builds them up on the other, often as
rupldly as 100 to 150 feot within  twenty-four
hours.

On account of this uncertainty the bed of
the river is not in fact the chatnel in which
it now flows, but it consists of the whole
plain lying between the bluffs, Iostapces
are cited where strips of territory hundreds
of feet wide have becomie covered with the
water of the viver and after the [reshet has

assed awny the land then became dry as
wlore, Large tractsof land, covering muany
neres in extent, have been taken away froin
the Nebraska side of the river by the force
of the current, and the river used them as its
bed, but lnter in the same  season  the water
pissed away and left them Jdry and far re-
moved from the course of the stream,

Notwithstanding these sudden changes, the
defendant alleges thul the land  that is thos
washod nway can be identifiva as boing the
same land, and in the same position, the
changes having only affected the surface soil
to a depth of u few feet. 1t Is  also clalmed
that all the lana which is clalmed by the
plaintift, has bean formed by the rapid pro-
gress ol avulsion justdescrlbed.

The remninder of the answer [s occupled
by & description of the boundary of the states
as fixed by the centerof the stream at the
time of the admission of Iowa to the wunlon,
aod the courseof theriver us it flowed In
1877, immediately prior to the sudden cut-off
from which the “island® takes its name,

In the present suit the attorneys for the de-
fence ize that they must turn from the
whole conrse of previous htigation and strilke
out in new and untried paths befors they can
hope to gain adecision iu their favor. The
law was plainly defined in the decision of
Judee Brewer of the circuit bench and  sub-
sequently affirmed by the supreme court, in
the cuse of the East Omaha land company vs
Thomas Jaffeies, in-which it wasdegided that
all tho nceretions along the shore of a river

belong to the party who owns the
adjacent territory, and it was farther-
more decided that this Iaw applies to

the landialong the Missouri river, the s ame
ns to any other, 'The endeavor of the attor-
neys for the state is 1o chiunge the decisions
of the courts in the present instanes, by roa-

son of the grest nnd snddenchanges which

are2 constantly being mado in the course of
the mver, so tfmt it is necessary 1o have some
other boundary lina from which to reckon
oraer to prevent continual chances in the
ownership of property along the banks, That
Is the ground upon which they hope to bring
abont a change in the trend of the decisions,
and that s the ground upon which their
hopes for suconss riat.

In connection with the present suit, a com-
munloation was sent yesterday o Mavor
Macrao b,}' the city sttorney in his ofticial

N

capacity, which he states that itvis im-
sible to predict the result of the present
itigation, but all sides are agreed that the

matter should be settled once for sll.

*Tho rule of the suprems court,” he says,
Y adhered to 1o the present case, as it has
been lnid down in previous decisions, would
determine tho allegations of the plaintiff cor-
rect. Notubly Is this so inthe Jeftries' case.
We donot cousider, however, that akthe facts
were fully presented to the court iu that in-
stanco, and that if the facts are fully pre-
sented to the court the vounasry may be
chauged ns compared with the one claimed in
the present case.  In that ovent it may be
determined that the greater portion of the
Island belongs to the state of lowa. The
same rule that would on one theory eive us
a line on the meander line of 1851 Is liable to
run the smme line on this side of the two
bridges and put vhem on the Nebraska side,"?
